district tohave one or more creameries 
established within it has been alluded to 
before in these colunina, If the coming 
season is to see anything done in this matter 
preparations need to be begun at once. A 
joint stock company or co-operative associa- 
tion will require to be formed,appliances‘and 
skilled labor secured, and a building erected. 
To do this will require all the time from the 
present until «a creamery should begin 
operations. The advantage to the district 
of having creameries established would be 
that their product would be capable of 
profitable export and would bring cash or 
its equivalent into the district, thereby 
making money more plentiful and benefit~ 
ting everyone accordingly, The advantage 
to the farmer over the system of making 
butter at home would be in the great saving 
of labor and the better method of handling 
that would be possiblein a well appointed 
creamery over what is possible on even the 
best appointed farm, The advantage to the 
investors in the enterprise would be that 
they could with a good system and proper 
appliances command the highest prices in 
the local market and could also compete 
successfully in the Calgary and British 
Columbia market ayainst all comers. It is 
useless inthis day to think of an export 
trade in butter, unless creamery made. 
There are too many well appointed creamer- 
jes in Manitoba and Ontario and freight 
rates are too low to think of ordinary farm 
butter being profitably exported. Not that 
many farmers do not make butter quite 
equal tocreanery but the quantity and 
uniformity necessary to tempt outside 
buyers, cannot be secured in any other way 
than by co-operation in a creamery. There 
ig no part of Manitoba or Ontario as well 
suited for the support of creameries as the 
Edmonton district. With the most luxuii- 
ant and varied pasturage to be found 
any where, whose butter producing qualities 
have already been thoroughly tested, with 
abundance of the purest water and a temper- 
ature peculiarly favorable to the making of 
good butter, with plenty of cows to keep 
several creameries running, there is every 
reason why there should be a large and 
profitable export of butter from this district. 
All that is required is the enterprise, energy 
and skill to turn existing advantages to 
account, The distance from the railway is 
no drawback. Our market lies in British 
Coluinbia, and the freight from Edmonton 
to Calgary by team is not as great as the 
freight from Manitoba or Ontario by rail, 
from which localities British Columbia is 
now supplied and with whom only we would 
have to compete, It is a well known fact 
that in Ontario those parts of the country 
which support cheese factories and creamer- 
ies make more money than those parts which 
depend chiefly on grain raising. 
land at $50 to 8100 an acre, and with a 
scanty pasturage, it still pays the Ontario 
farmer better to supply the creamery than 
to raise grain; here in Edmonton, with land 
at nothing orat most $2 an acre, with 
unlimited free pasturage of «a quality 
unknown in Ontario, it would surely pay the 
farmer todo the same, especially when he 
has at least equal advantages for reaching 
the best market. Probably the reason that 
creameries have not been established already 
is because farmers have dene so well in 
supplying the local demand, and there was 
no need to look outside for a market. But | 
as herds of cattle increase the local demand 
becomes pretty well supplied and the prices | 
correspondingly reduced. The point wiil | 
soon be reached when it will be 
absolutely mecessary to secure an outside 
market if dairying is to continue « profitable | 
branch of farming.

ENQUIRIES. 


Lettersof enquiry rewarding the attractions 
of this part of the country are coming in 
thicker and faster, A letter from Brownea- 
ville, Oregon, addressed to the postmaster at 
Kdmonton, says that the writer is from 
Canada, though living in Oregon, and 
enquires: “‘What is the climate like; is the 
lana fertile; what sized town have you got 
and 18 there plenty of government land 
there?” 

Inveply: The climate is dryer than that 
of Eastern Canada or Oregon, but more 
moist than the central prairie region of 
Canada or the States. The summer admits 
of the growth of oats, wheat, barley, potatoes 
and other hardy vegetablesin the greatest 
perfection and abundance, but will not 
adwit of the profitable growth of corn or 
the tender vegetables, as field crops, The 
winter climate is cold but pleasant, very 
free from storms, and admitting of travel at 
all times. Sleighing beyins in the latter 
part of December and continues until the 
latter part of March. Seeding begins in the 
last days of March or first days of April, and 
the landcan be plowed until about the 
middle of November. It is probably without 
exception the ost healthy climate in the 
world, conducing to growth, strength and 
vigor in the highest degree. Lung disease 
of any kind is very rare, and consumption, 
among the white residents, entirely unknown. 
The land is a vlack vegetable mould from 
two tothree feet in thickness, and has 
produced crops of 114 weighed bushels of 
oats to the measured acre. The town of 
Edmonton has something over 500 inhabit- 
aats, and has six general stores, a saw and 
grist mill, four hotels, two schools and four 
churches, with the other business establish- 
ments found in an ordinary town of its size. 
There is plenty of good government liad to 
be had outside of tea miles from town, or 
perhaps within that distance. 

A letter to Thos. Hourston from Oshawa, 
Ontario, asks: 

“What can an improved farm near Ed- 
monton be bought for and what is wild land 
worth for grazing purposes; Is the country 
much settled around Edmonton; what are 
vood draft brood mares and good cows or 
sheep worth in your country; what kind of 
winters do you have there and how large a 
place is Edmonton? Am coming out to 
your country in the spring anc would take a 
car load of stock with me if I thought I 
could handle them to any advantage. 

In reply: It is impossible to give a fixed 
price for an improved farm near town; pro- 
bably $5 to $10 an acre, There is nocharge 
for grazing cattle on government land in 
this region. There are probably 2000 people 
within a radius of twenty miles of Edmonton, 
Good brood mares are worth from $300 to $400, 
a span and sheep say about $5 a head, but the 
demand is very limited as the farmers are 
pretty well supplied with good horses, and 
sheep can be brought in very cheaply from 
Calgary. Would not advise bringing stock 
for sale until you have seen for yourself 
what the prospects are. Answers to other 
questions will be found above, 

Another letter te Thos. Hourston {s from 
Dell Rapids, South Dakota, andasks: ‘‘How 
far is Edmonton from a railroad; what is the 
extreme coldest weather vou are linble to 
yet, also the extreme hottest weather} is 
there plenty of timber in tiat, section of 
country, and of what does it consist; how 
near Edmonton can government laud be 
obtained; can improved land be bought, and 
what is the average price; how near Edmon- 
ton can governinent land be got with timber 
on it; whatis the average rainfall through 
the summer months, is there usually a great 
deal of snow in the Winter: what is the 
average yield of wheat for that section; can 
corn be successfully raised there; what is 
the price of wheat and other farm produce; 
ary there church and school privileges at or 
near Kdmonton; what is the soil; do you 
live in fear of blizzards; are there any wild 
animals or reptiles in the vicinity; are 
storms in the summer severe; are there any 
stones in the soil to obstruct the plow”? 

In reply: Edmonton is 200 miles trom the 
railway at Calgary, but a land grant of 
10,000 acres a mile is offered for a railway 
between the two points, and construction 
will almost certainly commence next sum- 
mer. The thermometer sometimes falls to 54 
below zero, and has been known to rise to 90 
in the shade. There is plenty of poplar 
timber scattered over the country in clamps 
for house and stable building aud for fencing 
and

Another letter from Loomis, Isabella, Co., 
Michivan, to Thos. Hourston asks: ‘How 
far do you have to dig for water; what 
about summer frosts and crop failures from 
other causes; how far are you from the 
railroad; could a person homestead land 
having both prairie and timber; is the 
timber on high orlow tand; what is the 
price of ,rain and potatoes, and common 
lumber and shingles; what kind of timber 
grows there; what would a pair ef three 
year old, well matched percheron mares 
weighing about 25 hundred pounds be worth? 


In reply: Water is generally procured 
easily ata depth of from ten to forty feet. 
Summer frosts occur here as inall new 
countries, but they are net nearly so 
frequent or severe as in Ontario or Michigan 
in their early days or as in Dakota now. 
Oats are never injured and barley very 
seldom; wheat suffers occasionally, but some 
always escapes. There has never been a 
total failure of crop here. Edmonton is at 
present 200 miles from the railway, but will 
not be s9 for long. A settler can homestead 
land with any proportion of timber and 
prairie that he may choose, The timber is 
on both high and low ground, and is almost 
invariably found on the north side of a slope 
while a southern slope is generally bare. 
Prices of vrain are given above, lumber and 
shingles are advertised. Particulars regard- 
ing timber given above. A _ pair of mares 
such us described would probably be worth 
$350, ; 

A letter received by R. McKernan from 
Vernon, Ontario, says that the writer will 
leave for Edmonton on the first of March. 
He asks: “Is Calgary the nearest station; 
how could I get my boxes of clothing from 
Calgary to Edmonton; can I get free grant 
lands for myself and boys; is there any 
gau.e around there?” 


In reply: Calgary is the nearest station. 
There are plenty of freighters on the road 
from Calgary to Edmonton who'will be elad 
to bring boxes through at from one anda 
half totwo anda half centsa pound. Free 
grants of 160 acres each to any number can 
be secured in the district. Ducks, geese and 
prairie chickens are numerous in their 
season, There are also jumping deer and 
moose. 


Another letter to R. McKernan is from 
Loomis, Isabelia Co., Michigan, and asks: 
“How far do you have to dig for water; how 
far are you from a railroad; how from town 
would we have togo toget cood farming 
lands, by homesteading; how far are the 
mountains apart; I fancy tiat the timber is 
onthe mountains and the prairie isin the 
vallevs between; what are wages there and 
what would a pair of four year old steers be 
worth; if wecame outin the spring and 
broke up the prairie conld we raise oate or 
potatoes on it that season; what is your 
average crop one year with another; our 
average crop of wheat is 15 bushels, cats 28, 
and potatoes about 65; this is not our big 
crop nor our small one, but just an average; 
give the particulars about the climate and 
summer frosts, 


In reply: Questions regarding water, rail- 
road and location of homesteading land 
answered above. The mountains are 150 
miles distant. The country here is gently 
undulating, neither flat nor hilly. Vrairie 
and timber are interspersed over the whole 
surface. Wages are $25 to #35 a month by 
the year but the demand is limited. A_ pair 
of four year old steers are worth about $125 
to #150. By coming in March or very early 
in April, and rustling, land could be broken 
and crop put in.
